FAMILY and friends of a dad 
who has just days to live have 
launched a fundraising cam¬ 
paign to support his partner 
and young children.

Gary, who lives in Soham 
with his partner, Shelly Reed, 
44, and their three children, 
Hannah, 9, Jake, 8, and Olivia, 
3, is now being cared for at 
home by Shelly with the help 


of specialist Macmillan can¬ 
cer nurses. 

Gary and Shelly were hop¬ 
ing there would be enough 
time for them to get married 
before he passed away but 
the nurses have told the fam¬ 
ily he only has a few days. 

On Friday, a commitment 
ceremony was held for the 
couple at their home. 

Sisters Carla Baldwin and 
Alex Case, who are friends 
with Gary and Shelly, have 
launched an online fundrais¬ 
ing page to help support the 
family at such a difficult time. 

The response has been 
huge and already generous 
family, friends, members of 
the Soham community, and 


anonymous donors have do¬ 
nated more than £1,600. 

The Liam Fairhurst Foun¬ 
dation, also based in Soham, 
has also donated £1,000. 

Carla, who lives in Soham 
and works as a paramedic in 
Cambridge, said: “Gary has 
been sent home to spend his 
time left with the loves of his 
life - Shelly and his children. 

“Trying to even come to 
terms with things are diffi¬ 
cult let alone knowing that 
they have very little time left 
to share. We are fundraising 
as we want to try to make 
things just a little bit easier at

Will Ely be an 
island by 2100? 


ELY and its surrounding 
towns and villages could be¬ 
come an island if sea levels 
continue to rise at their cur¬ 
rent rate. 

The Surging Seas website 
has produced an interactive 
map which predicts what 
could happen if sea levels 
continue to rise in the way 
they are currently. 

It shows that large areas of 
the UK will be submerged if 
the polar ice caps continue 
to melt the way they are. 

While researchers admit 
that the predictions are not 
certain, they state that the 
devastation to parts of the 
world would be irreversible 
by the year 2100 if carbon 
emissions continue to be re¬ 
leased into the atmosphere 
at the current rate, causing 
the global temperature of 
the world to rise by just 4 de¬ 
grees Celsius. 

London would be the 
worst affected city in the 
UK, with the Thames over¬ 
flowing and permanently

flooding areas north and 
south of the river, according 
to the report. 

Locally, the research 
paints a bleak picture for the 
area around Ely, the major¬ 
ity of which would be sub¬ 
merged, essentially creating 
an island. 

The East of England in 
general will have to pay the 


price for rising sea levels 
with towns such as Boston, 
Skegness, King’s Lynn and 
Whittlesey, all the way up to 
Scunthorpe and Doncaster, 
feeling the effects.

Car park plan 
now submitted 


A COUNCIL storage depot 
looks set to be removed in 
order to create extra parking 
spaces in Ely’s Barton Road 
car park. 

East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council says that 48 
parking spaces will be lost 
if its plans to build a terrace 
of six town houses and five 
apartments on an area of the 
long-stay car park are ap¬ 
proved. 

In November the author¬ 
ity applied to itself for plan¬ 
ning permission to build 
the properties on the car 
park - proposals which have 
proved to be controversial. 

Now the council has ap¬ 
plied to itself to change the 
use of the council storage 
depot in Barton Road to land 
for a car park. 

In a statement to planners, 
the council’s agents, Carter 
lonas, said: “There are 192 
council-controlled car park¬ 
ing spaces within the car 
park, and 22 dedicated spac¬ 
es that are currently leased 
to a private company. 

“48 car parking spaces are 
affected by the proposed 
residential development on

part of the existing car park. 

“The proposed develop¬ 
ment would provide addi¬ 
tional car parking to partly 
compensate for the loss 
of those existing parking 
spaces. The application site 
would accommodate ap¬ 
proximately 23 new car park¬ 
ing spaces. 

“The layout of the exist¬ 
ing car park would be rear¬ 
ranged and the car parking 
area that is subject to a com¬ 
mercial lease would be real¬ 
located to provide additional 
parking spaces. 

“The council has always 
intended that the existing 
levels of car parking at Bar¬ 
ton Road car park would be 
maintained.” 

They added: “The existing 
access from the application 
site on to Barton Road would 
be retained, but vehicles 
would be prevented from 
using this access because of 
uncertainty about highway 
safety. 

“The erection of bollards is 


one solution that would pre¬ 
vent vehicle use of the exist¬ 
ing access, but would allow 
pedestrians to gain access to 
and from Barton Road. 

“The work to rearrange the 
car park would be under¬ 
taken once planning permis¬ 
sion has been granted for the 
proposed residential devel¬ 
opment.” 

The plans concerning the 
new properties, which are 
still going through the for¬ 
mal planning process, have 
attracted dozens of objec¬ 
tions, mainly due to the fact 
the car park is in Ely’s con¬ 
servation area and residents 
say the new homes will de¬ 
stroy part of Ely’s heritage. 

The council says it is yet 
to establish where the alter¬ 
native coach parking spaces 
will be located.

MP speaks out on prisons 


MP Lucy Frazer is backing calls 
for education to form part of of¬ 
fenders’ prison sentences. 

The South East Cambridgesh¬ 
ire MP took part in a House of 
Commons debate on prisons 
and probation where MPs heard 
that 67 per cent of young people 
leaving custody re-offend within 
a year. 

They also heard that 72 per 
cent of inmates had regularly 
played truant at school. 

Ms Frazer said: “These few 
facts tell us that it is the disad¬ 
vantaged in society who end up 
in prison. 

“The Secretary of State is 
therefore absolutely right to look 
into the provision of education 
in our prisons, as he is doing. 

“We know, as the Centre for

Social Justice reported, that pris¬ 
oners who do not take part in 
any education or training during 
their years in prison are three 
times more likely to be recon¬ 
victed on release.” 

Ms Frazer says the Govern¬ 
ment cannot be blamed for any 
problems in the current prison 
service. 

She said: “It would be abso¬ 
lutely wrong to suggest that the 
problems in our prison service 
can be laid at the foot of a par¬ 
ticular Government or that the 
other party has a monopoly on 
the answers or on success. 

“Government after Govern¬ 


ment have grappled with the 
problem of how to reduce re¬ 
cidivism. Throughout the Blair 
and Brown years, prisoners re¬ 
offended in their tens of thou¬ 
sands. 

“It is important to look not 
only at the availability of edu¬ 
cation - it is already currently 
offered - but at how we can en¬ 
courage people to take up such 
education. 

“I hope that Dame Sally 
Coates will consider in her re¬ 
view whether it is appropriate 
for education to form part of a 
prison sentence, and whether a 
reduction in a sentence might 
incentivise prisoners to improve 
their skills.” 

Ms Frazer added: “Nelson 
Mandela said that ‘no one truly 


knows a nation until one has 
been inside its jails. A nation 
should not be judged by how it 
treats its highest citizens, but its 
lowest ones.’ 

“Our nation should hold out 
a hand and help all those who 
need a step up and a step out of 
their current world. 

“Let us continue to invest fur¬ 
ther in the education of the next 
generation to ensure not simply 
that our young criminals do not 
reoffend, but that they do not of¬ 
fend in the first place.”

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Time to deal 
with drunks 

I READ with real sorrow about the 
attack on James Runcie, son of the 
former Archbishop of Canterbury, 
last September in the grounds of Ely 
Cathedral. 

It is hard to imagine a man less 
deserving of such abuse. 

What is equally unfortunate is that 
this incident could have easily been 
redicted. In fact, it was predicted 
y several people, myself included. 
Two or three years ago I contacted 
the local police, spoke at a council 
meeting and even corresponded 
with the Bishop of Ely on the subject 
of drunk and disorderly persons on 
the cathedral grounds and in the city 
centre. 

Sadly, the response from the 
cathedral at the time was along the 
lines that those behaving in this 
unruly manner were also 'children of 
God' and not the blight upon the city 
that I made them out to be.

what goes on in the gut doesn't stay 
in the gut! Colonies of microbes that 
reside in your gut and elsewhere are 
as unique to you as your fingerprint, 
and can be rapidly altered based 
on factors such as diet, lifestyle and 
exposure to toxins and antibiotics. 

Research shows that some 
microbes specifically prevent 
certain disease states. For example 
it has been reported that simply 
by eradicating four species of 
bacteria (Lactobacillus, Allobaculum, 
Rikenelleceae and Candidatus 
arthromitus,) researchers were able 
to trigger metabolic changes in lab 
animals that led to obesity. 

Studies have also found that autistic 
children have distinctly different 
microbiome compared to children 
without autism. So far a number of 
health conditions and chronic disease 
have been linked to the makeup of 
your microbiome: Behaviour and 
mood disorders, obesity, Crohn's 
disease, type 2 diabetes, autism, 
brain diseases and food allergies. So 
the question is - simply by changing 
or improving our gut bacteria can 
we alleviate or indeed avoid chronic 
disease states?

A COPY of The Four Gos¬ 
pels - generously lent by Her 
Majesty The Queen from the 
Royal Collection - are going 
on display at Ely Cathedral. 

Printed on handmade 
paper with wood-engraved 
illustrations, the striking 
volume is one of the most 
famous works by British 
printmaker Eric Gill. 

They are one of the key ex¬ 
hibits at the prestigious Let¬ 
tering Exhibition: In the be¬ 
ginning was the Word, which 
opens at Ely Cathedral this 
week.

Both items are on rare dis¬ 
play and are from the cathe¬ 
dral’s own collection. 

More contemporary ex¬ 
hibits include rarely seen 
and privately-owned docu¬ 
ments and print samples 
by the William Morris, the 
Kindersley Workshop and 
the most famous of the pri¬ 
vate presses, the Kelmscott 
Press. 

Many of today’s leading 
craftsmen in the art of cal¬ 
ligraphy, letter carving and 
fine printing will also have 
their work on display, mak¬ 
ing it one of the most unique 
exhibitions of its kind. 

There will be plenty to see 
and do for families too, in¬ 
cluding a working press and 
children’s workshops.

Ely’s bypass: 
Now builder is 
being sought

CONTRACTORS are now 
being sought to deliver Ely’s 
new Southern Bypass. 

Cambridgeshire County 
Council has launched its 
tender process for a con¬ 
tractor and companies have 
until February 22 to register 
their interest. 

The major new route - set 
to cost around £35 million - 
has been in the pipeline for 
more than a decade and se¬ 
cured planning permission 
in September 2014. 

Last summer, the project 
was retained by the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport (DfT), 
sparking fears the bypass 
would face further delays. 

However, the Secretary 
of State for the Department 
for Communities and Lo¬ 
cal Government then de¬ 
cided to let the planning 
application remain as a lo¬ 
cal decision, which meant 
the verdict from the county

council’s planning commit¬ 
tee would stand. 

The bypass will connect 
the A142 at Angel Drove to 
Stuntney Causeway, includ¬ 
ing bridges over the railway 
line and the River Great 
Ouse and its floodplains. 

The aim of the new road 
is to ease congestion in Ely, 
reduce the need for traffic to 
pass the railway station and 
allow the level crossing to be 
closed. 

A spokesman for the 
county council said: “We are 
continuing to work with the

DfT regarding this project 
which will help to reduce 
the levels of congestion and 
delays which people cur¬ 
rently travelling along the 
road experience.” 

The council says the aim 
is still to have the bypass 
completed by the end of 
2017 - subject to weather 
conditions. 

The spokesman said: “We 
are currently working to the 
timetable which includes 
the tender process for a con¬ 
tractor which we are going 
through now. 

“We are looking to begin 
work in the late summer of 
2016 and the project should 
be completed by the end 
of 2017 subject to weather 
conditions.”

Station plans: 
group launched 


A NEW group is being set up 
to help push forward plans 
to re-open Soham railway 
station. 

The Soham Railway 
Station Joint East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil (ECDC)/Cambridgesh¬ 
ire County Council (CCC) 
Project Group will “receive 
and share updates on the 
progress of Soham railway 
station as the scheme pro¬ 
gresses”. 

Members of ECDC’s cor¬ 
porate governance and fi¬ 
nance committee approved 
the formal establishment 
of the group last week - 
around the same time that 
Railfuture East Anglia con¬ 
firmed its support for the 
proposals. 

The county and district 
councils have reaffirmed 
their commitment to devel¬ 
oping the business case to 
bring a railway station back 
to the town - despite the 
fact plans to upgrade the Ely 
North Junction have been 
postponed.

The authorities say they 
are working with Network 
Rail to take the Soham sta¬ 
tion project a step forward 
through what is called the 
‘GRIP 3’ process. 

This will involve develop¬ 
ing more detailed plans for 
a station and the services 
needed to make it viable. It 
will also look at the levels of 
investment required to re¬ 
build the station. 

Cllr James Palmer, leader 
of the district council, said: 
“Soham is growing - creat¬ 
ing jobs, encouraging in¬ 
vestment and bringing peo¬ 
ple to live in the area. 

“If we are to support this 
growth in the future we need 
to deliver the infrastructure 
which is needed. 

“The station project is vi¬ 
tal to the town and its hopes 
of thriving in the future. This 
is why I am passionate to 
deliver a piece of infrastruc¬ 
ture which I believe will 


make a huge difference not 
just to Soham but to Cam¬ 
bridgeshire as a whole.” 

It was in December that 
Network Rail announced 
that the Ely North Junction 
will not be upgraded until at 
least 2019. 

The upgrades were due 
to be finished in the current 
spending round, which runs 
until 2019, however Network 
Rail announced that the 
work will take place in the 
next spending period, which 
runs from 2019 until 2024. 

Soham station was de¬ 
stroyed on June 2, 1944, af¬ 
ter a consignment of bombs 
travelling through the town 
caught fire. 

Re-opening the station 
could provide a direct rail 
link to Ely, Cambridge, Pe¬ 
terborough, Bury St Ed¬ 
munds and Ipswich.

MORE speedwatch volun¬ 
teers are being sought in 
East Cambridgeshire. 

Community Speedwatch 
allows members of the pub¬ 
lic to get actively involved 
in monitoring the speed of 
vehicles travelling through 
their neighbourhoods. 

It is used in areas where 
residents have identified 
speeding as a priority and 
aims to educate motorists 
about the dangers of speed¬ 
ing rather than enforcing as 
a first option. 

Last year, Cambridgesh¬ 
ire Constabulary’s speed¬ 
watch volunteers checked 
more than 150,000 vehicles 
and sent out 13,000 letters 
to speeding drivers asking 
them to consider their at¬ 
titude to speeding through 
villages. 

Police are now appealing 
for more volunteers from 
the Ely area to come for¬ 
ward.

tor Brian Robins said: “The 
mere presence of a team of 
volunteers in a village has an 
immediate effect on the be¬ 
haviour of drivers, and our 
village teams report a nota¬ 
ble change in driver attitude 
to speed limits where they 
operate. 

“Most drivers will under¬ 
stand the objectives of the 
scheme is to slow drivers to 
or below the posted speed 
limit and for those that don’t 
respond accordingly are 
sent an advisory letter by 
the police, explaining that 
speeding is unacceptable to 
the local community.” 

If a driver receives more 
than two warnings, a police 


officer then visits them. 

Mr Robins said: “Any driv¬ 
er who accumulates more 
than two warnings will have 
a personal visit by a police 
officer asking them to re¬ 
spect the quality of life for 
the communities they drive 
through. 

“These visits send a clear 
message to those that think 
it is ok to speed and are a 
less costly reminder than 
the £100 penalty and three 
points they would collect if 
caught by police. 

“For the vast majority of 
drivers, one letter is all that 
is needed.” 

Anyone aged 18 or over 
can become a speedwatch 
volunteer and full training 
will be given.

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Beat the Budget

I made mention in my last column 
of the proposed changes to tax 
relief on pension funding. And 
I alluded to the potential for 
additional relief in the current tax 
year. Let me explain. 

The 2015 summer budget 
contained some complex 
proposals designed to simplify 
the way in which the annual 
allowance - the annual limit on 
tax relievable contributions - is 
calculated. As a consequence of 
this, there is a one-off opportunity 
to get some additional relief in 
this tax year. 

The annual allowance is presently 
£40,000. But in 2015/16, it might 
be as much as £80,000. If you 
paid any contributions before 9th 
July 2015, you are likely to have 
more relief due than will be the 
case going forwards. 

So far, there remains the possibility 
of using unused relief from the 
three previous tax years too. But 
on 6 April 2016, any unused relief 
from the year 2012/13 will fall 
away. 

The government have made it 
clear that they are looking at 
the future of pension tax relief. 
They launched a consultation in 
July and whilst they have now 
said that no announcement will 
be made until the forthcoming 
budget, I suggest it would be 
unwise to wait to see what that 
announcement might be. 

One thing’s for sure - we are 
unlikely to see any provisions that 
increase the current relief. So my 
advice is to lock into the relief 
you already have, and before 16th 
March.

County sees 
6% increase 
in number of 
new firms 

MORE companies were registered 
in Cambridgeshire last year than in 
any year previously, according to 
new figures. 

There were 6,235 new companies 
formed in the region in 2015 - up 
from 5,879 the year before. 

This represents a 6.1 per cent 
growth and means there are now a 
record number of firms in the area. 

The statistics were compiled by 
informdirect.co.uk, a provider of 
online company formations and 
secretarial software, using data 
available from Companies House 
and the Office of National Statistics. 

Of the new companies created 
last year in Cambridgeshire, 1,689 
were in Peterborough, 1,227 were 
in South Cambridgeshire, 1,192 
were in Huntingdon and 1,154 
were in Cambridge. 

A further 494 were registered 
in Fenand and 479 in East 
Cambridgeshire.

head gently and let the cares of your day 
float away on a leaf as you breathe innn, and 
ouuut/' she shouted: "Come on, let's GO!" 

Suffice to say I was in big trouble. PiYo is 
fast and furious. It's a lot of the yoga poses 
I know, but faster and repeated more, for 
longer on each side, so that you feel like your 
legs would cry tears if they could. There were 
different sections called things like 'Power' 
and 'Core'. 

I saw spots in front of my eyes and was 
seriously considering holding up my hands 
and saying 'You know what Theresa, I'm 
out'. But inbetween sections, she let us have 
a drink (kind) and after about 20 minutes 
I realised this was actually a really good 
workout. Like really, REALLY good. It was 
everything I like about yoga and pilates, but 
incorporating cardio too. A little too much 
lunging for me, but that's OK. 

Before I knew it we had reached the 'cool 
down' section and I'm not joking when I 
tell you the song chosen was by Ed Sheeran 
who started singing 'When your legs don't 
work like they used to before'. Too right Ed. 
My legs had completely had it. I'd massively 
over-lunged. The next day I had to pull myself 
around the ground floor of my house while 
sitting on a skateboard. 

If you did PiYo every week, it's quite easy to 
believe you would become strong as a tank. 
And supple as a noodle for that matter, too. 

It scores a (carefully considered) 86.9 on my 
next-day ache-factor scale, but it was fun and 
not off-puttingly hard. Just hard enough that 
it felt worthwhile.

It's brought to us by the 
same people who dreamed up the 'Insanity' 
workout, but this time it's meant to be kinder 
and more gentle.

and when she damaged her knee running 
a marathon, (ain't that always the 

way, marathon runners?), she 
discovered PiYo. "It's low 
impact," says Theresa, 
but you still burn 
the calories, so it's 
perfect if you've 
got an injury."

I thought. Aww, PiYo must just be gentle 
exercises for people who've had accidents. 
Bless. I started to relax a bit. 

I've done a bit of yoga before. Upward dog, 
downward dog. Sun salutation. And I'm not 
too bad actually. So I thought this was going to 
be quite easy. "Watch this, ladies," I thought 
as I got ready to show off my skills.
